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BLOOD TESTS 


A great many perplexing- problems, 


troubling the minds of men from Solo- 
mon's day to the present, might be 
settled if legal evidence as to the par- 
enthood or relation of individuals 
could be provided by a simple blood 
test. 


In Chicago z. group of eminent phy- 


sicians met to discover whether Babies 
"\A~atkins and Bamberger were named 
correctly on their hospital tabs and 
then sent to the wrong homes, or 
whether they were named in reverse 
and sent to the proper homes after all. 
-Ry a study of the parents' and child- 
ren's blood types and a careful refer- 
ence to the llendelian rules of hered- 
ity, which are said to apply in these 
cases much as the}- do in the transmis- 
sion of "bleeding'' or hemophilia, it 
was determined that the Bambergers, 
-whose blood types were one and four 
for Mr. and Mrs., respectively, couldn't 
.have been parents of the type four 
baby marked with the \Vatkins' name 
and sent to the Bambergers, but that 
the Watkins, both of type four, 
couldn't have been parents of any oth- 
er kind of baby. 


Now if the matfer could really be 


settled offhand as simply as that a 
>great load would be taken off the 
minds of hospital 
administrators, 


rrurses, etc., and a remarkable new 
weapon put in the hands of criminolo- 
Jgists. But unfortunately what is estab- 
lished is merely a probability, not a 
fact. Heredity performs strangely ev- 
'ery once in a while, and in ways for 
which its cleverest devotees cannot ac- 
count as yet. It is possible at this stage 
to know that a pair of feebleminded 
parents will produce only feebleminded 
children, but it is not possible to say 
with absolute assurance that parents 
of certain blood types cannot have a 
child of a blood type which apparently 
conflicts with the principles of hered- 
ity- " 


Some time ago a New York court ac- 


cepted a paternity test in a case where 
even-body was satisfied by the deci- 
sion. But in the Chicago case every- 
body was not. A Viennese fingerprint 
expert contended that the baby deter- 
mined by blood test and head measure- 
ments to be a Watkins was a Bamber- 
ger. Obstetrical opinion also confirmed 
this view. Bamberger, resting upon 
this minority opinion and upon 
the 


claim that ''mother instinct" is worth 
more than all the pin pricking and 
head measuring ever tried, attempted 
to keep the baby. And hospital physi- 
cians at last convinced Watkins the 
blood test was wrong. 


Of course the trouble with "mother 


instinct"—Solomon to the 
contrary 


notwithstanding—is that two ''mother 
instincts'' so often center on one baby. 
Probably "mother instinct'1 would be 
the last evidence to 
hold in actual 


court. So the scientists will be doing a 
very great service to those v%ho rr.ust 
care for babies wholesale, discover pa- 
ternity, check up on the careers and 
identifications of criminals, etc., if they 
will kindly discover the flaws in the 
blood test thec- -::-! amend ft to an 
absolute leg;/ 
-ty. At present it

WORK AND DRINK 


Whiting Williams, writer and lectur- 


er, who knows labor conditions in 
many lands because he has lived and 
worked with the laborers, says there is 
much less drinking among American 
workmen than there used to be, and 
much less than there is now among 
Russian, French and British workmen. 
He recalls his old homestead days, 
when he and his fellows worked 13 
hours a day in the steel mills and "ev- 
er}- worker as he finished a shift rush- 
ed into a saloon for a glass of whisky 
and another of beer." 
He does not 


think the workmen now are crowding 
the speakeasies that way. 


He says the drinking of British 


workmen is impairing the efficiency of 
British goods in the world markets. Xo 
doubt excessive use of alcohol is bad 
for industry, and American industry 
has improved in this respect. Foes of 
prohibition may admit it. 
The evils 


prohibition has brought are of another 
sort. Shorter hours and less drinking 
have come together. It used to be said 
that if workmen had more leisure, they 
would spend more time drinking. The 
opposite proves true. 
Which might 


have been foreseen. Exhaustion drives 
men to drink. 


AN OLD LAW IS REPEALED 
The town council of Lowestoft, Eng- 


land, discovered the other day that 
their town had a law forbidding any 
maie at a public bathing beach from 
coming within 100 yards of any female 
bather. 
This law had been passed in 1854, in 


response to some bit of early-Victorian 
prudery. After enjoying a good laugh 
the city fathers repealed it, and co- 
bathing parties at Lowestoft are just 
as legal as they are anywhere else. 


All of this, of course, is very amus- 


ing; but suppose that law had been dis- 
covered on the statute books of some 
American town. Would the city dads 
have had the courage to repeal it? Or 
would they have decided that to do so 
might conceivably offend some organ- 
ized minority of the easily-shocked? 
Isn't it quite possible that they would 
simply have let the law remain a law, 
tipping off everybody, meanwhile, that 
no one needed to pay any attention to 
it? 


At any rate, that's the way we do 


with most of our out-moded laws. 


WARSHIP HOLIDAY

They need relief from tax burdens, 
peace and the assurance of peace to 
come on v% hich to restore v\ ar losses, 
build for the future, bring up their 
children in comfort and hope.

Diplomats of other European 
powers sought to iron out the

Austria-Hungary refused to submit the matter to 
peaceful arbitration. The Russ-an government, 
sympathetic to Serbia, ordered the mobilization 
of its army. This caused Germany to declare 
what it considered to be a defensive war against 
Russia. Two dais later Germany declared war 
against Russia's aliy. France. 


When Germany v:olated Belgium's neutrality, 


England considered this sufficient cause to de- 
clare WET asainst the invaders. The United 
States entered the conflict on April 6, 1917, by 
declaring war on Germany.

Business Is bad and the pros- 
pects are worse. The low level of

so EMjcij on tb* Yohua* and content- 
ment ef tourists. 


It can no longer be denied that 


when Wall Street trembles several 


capitals shake. Of these 


Paris is probably the most uneasy. 
The National Office of Tourism has 
estimated that in 1929 approximate- 
ly 220,000 American visitors left be- 
hind some 5,000,000,000 francs, 
or 


S200.fiOO.000. This is a. sum seriously 
to be reckoned with in-sketchiag the 
scale of prosperity df the country 
and one counted upon in trade bal- 
ances, 


RESORTS ARE HARD HIT 


Since this record was estabLshed 


the "Wall Street crash of November 
occurred. 
As a result the winter 


reports fared badly. Despite opti- 
mistic reports, it is no secret here ! 
that 
fashionable Riviera places j 


struggled 
through their 
seasons j 


under most trying circumstances. I 
The more expensive hotels, repre- j 
sentins hit and gambling carmos 
that were able to break even were 
indeed fortunate. 


Optimism was restored with the 


improvement of the American mar- 
ket and, with bright reports from 
steamship 
companies and travel 


agencies, another big tourist year 
was anticipated. But just as things 
v.ere getting good the market broke 
again in June and now complaints 
are heard from all quarters. 


Shopkeepers are worried and ho- 


tels are actually cutting their pric- 
es. Although it is. not a. thing to 
talk about, steamship companies and 
hotels are receiving- a flood of can* 
te'.laticns. In the celebrated resorts 
there is already considerable con- 
sternation. On the Riviera, Juan-les- 
Pias has been having a good many 
visitors, but money has been tight 
and the more expensive places are 
suffering. 
Le Touquet, 
popular 


chiefly with English and Americans 
has so far had one of the worst' 
seasons on record. The big Deauville 
season is, of course, in August, but 
Jure and July are very imiortant. 
This year June was a complete wash- 
out and July is falling far below 
expectations. 


Everywhere "Wall Street is blamed. 


Many visitors seem to be coming to 
France, but they are not the free 
spenders of the past, and on the 
whole they are not going in for 
luxuries. They are more of the .class- 
that travels on a budget, remains for 
two or three days and then pro- 
ceeds to other centers of interest. 


Also it is apparent that the lively 


tourist propaganda of Germany and 
Italy is being felt. Gaston Gerard, 
the first and recently-appointed high 
commissioner for tourists in Fiance, 
is working feverishly to restore 
France to its key position as the 
tounsts's mecca, but the breaks have 
so far been against him. 


During the years since the war 


France has felt secure in its popu- 
larity with visitors, but business and 
even official circles now realize that 
a fight must be made to hold its 
own. 
Judging by the opinions of 


early visitors, adverse 
propaganda 


and unfair criticism have beea det- 
rimental to France. 
TOOilSTS ABE TREATED WELL 


Charges that there is discrimina- 


tion against Americans are unfound- 
ed. Restaurants and stores here do 
not have two scales of prices, one 
for the visitors and the other for the 
native, as has been alleged by poor- 
ly informed writers.

Free of Pests This Sum- 
mer

With the exception of the plant- 


ings of July, the stands of cabbage 
in Outagamie-co are much better 
than usual and the plants are 
healthy and thrifty. Most "of the 
fields 
are practically 
free 
from 


pests and diseases. Hundreds 
-of 


growers and their 
families, 
and 


hired help are working the. cabbage 
fields -with cultivators 
and 
hoes; 


Women and girls and boys 
are 


handling the hoes and the boss us- 
ually rides and drives the cultivator. 


Besides killing weeds, the cultivat- 


ing preserves whatever 
moisture 


remains'- in the soil. The growers 
are constantly on the look put for 
an Invasion of their fields by cabbage 
worms, but thus far have 
found 


a few. Grasshoppers about a half 
inch long have appeaared In the 
towns of Maple Creek, Deer Creek. 
Maine and Bovina. Unless there is 
a_ scarcity of choicer feed, grass- 
hoppers do not 
invade 
cabbage 


fields. 


Cabbage aphids or "lice" .have 


caused a 30 per cent destruction In 
some of the fields in the vicinity of 
Hortonvtlle, and they were found at 
work Friday forenoon 
In limited 


numbers in some fields on the high- 
ways west from 
Hortonville and 


north through New London. Bear 
Creek and Shiocton. Most seriously 
damaged fields are about Horton- 
vflle and west on the Hortonia road 
to the county line. The lice axe •work- 
ing the most destructively on. late 
cabbage. 


The lice are green, almost the 


color of the cabbage leaf and are 
quite small. They may be found in 
fifties, or thousands on the leaves 
of invaded plants. 
Soon after an 


attack on a plant begins, the cab- 
bage leaves roll up and 
form a 


covering and a protection of the 
army lice. On account of the rolled 
up leaves, it is difficult to reach the 
pests with an ordinary spray. The 
pest appears to multiply and to 
spread very rapidly. Some of the 
growers on the Hortonia road have 
tried to control lice with poato 
spray. 


Cabbage aphides or "lice" are con- 


trolled by the use of contact insec- 
ticide such as kerosene emulsion or. 
whaleoil soap or other soaps, says 
Farmers' Bulletin 433, United States 
Department of Agriculture, page 6. 


The bulletin continues as follows: 


Kerosene-soap emulsion is prepared 
by combining 2 gallons of kerosene, 
one-half pound of whaleoil soap, or 
one quart of soft soap with one gal- 
lon of water. The soap is dissolved 
in boiling water and then 
poured 


while still boiling hot (away from 
the fire) into the kerosene. 
The 


moisture is then churned rapidly 
about for five minutes, pumping 
the liquid back upon itself by means 
of a force pump and direct dis-j 
charge nozzle throwing 
a strong j 


stream. At the end of this time the | 
mixture will have become of the 
consistency of thick cream.

duction has been praeacally steady 
in the last two or three weeks at 55 
to 57 per cent of capacity. Xo de- 
crease of any consequence is ex- 
pected and there is not much chance 
of a decrease, but, on the other 
hand, when there is a decided season- 
al increase for autumn there are 
usually more signs of it at tiiis date 
than can be seen at present. 


Predictions in th« steel trade of an 


improvement are aot very strong- 
Some are for the new future, based 
on purely seasonal considerations; 
others are far later in the year, bas- 
ed on general business improvement- 


Substantially all the steel compan- 


ies will show a decrease in earnings 
from first quarter to second, but 
the decreases are quite likely to ap- 
pear incoherent, for -pie reason that 
the steel companies make different 
proportions.of the various finished 
steel - products and these 
products 


have behaved quite differently in the 
market. "While information as 
to 


earnings in individual lines of manu- 
facture is strictly secret, it is safe 
to say that of late among the most 
profitable lines have been rails, pipe 
and tin plate. 


Rail production decreased 
from 


first to second quarter while . the 
other two lines increased. If a com- 
pany were making rails exclusively 
it would show an increase, if pipe or 
tin plate exclusively, an increase. 
Bars, shapes, plates and sheets would 
all show decreases, partly on account 
of tonnage and partly on account of 
price. The steel corporation's show- 
ing would be typical of the steel in- 
dustry as a whole except for the 
point that the corporation has spe- 
cial earnings during the season of 
lake naviagtion. 


As to the sum total in steel, the 


half year's production was 18 per 
cent, under the first half of last 
year and now, -with July a light 
month, producing ingots at only a 
shade over 55 per cent, the loss from 
last year is growing, since last July 
had very heavy 
production. The 


divergence from the usual seasonal 
things was with last July rather than 
with this July, which is only a little 
duller than would be expected, rela- 
tive to such activity as there was 
during the first half of the year.
